The harbor of Dulcigno is one of the 
olde£li)pH>£bc.> Adriatic and' the* test 
that exists on that harborless coast t e- 
tweeif the Bouthern point of Dalraatia 
and the mouth of tho Drin. The haven 
is a sure safeguard from the .south 
wind — the fierce sirocco, but is exposed 
on its northern side. Thero are about 
a dozen huts now on the beach, making 
a littleaettlement, exclusively Albanian 
■arid called Limnni. Tho Fall Mall 
Gazette says that in the beginning of 
tho sixteenth century tho appearance 
of the harbor was very different. The 
town foil into Turkish hands very late 
in .1571, and the Turkish Governor of 
Scutari, who was responsible for the 
district, proved incompetent or unwil- 
ling to chock the piracy which gave 
Dulcigno an evil name in the sixteenth 
and eeventeenth centuries. The light 
Dulcignolo barques descended on the 
Italian, Albanian and oven Greek 
coasts."

In the House of Common.s the otI»er 
night Mr. Callan, M. P. for Louth, 
during the debate on the Appropria- 
tion Uill, which throughout was more 
animated than polite, made a motion 
to reduce the salaries of poor law ofil- 
cials. In his speech lift complained, 
amid much laughter, of tho inaccuray 
of certain returns in regard to Koman 
Cittholic chaplains. He objected to the 
interruptions he was experiencing at 
the hands, of " ati- itttplerapt, ignoran t , 
Nonconformist, radical, : infidel ma- 
jority. (Laughter.) He al.so protest- 
ed against the in.soloneo of the Presi- 
dent of the Local Government Board. 
On being culled to order ho proceeded, 
amid laughter and interruption, with 
Iii.s remarks, and, looking towarcU the 
Ministerialists, addressed Ihem ti.s a 
ranting. Nonconformist, ignorant 
majority. (Laughter and crif« of 
'Order.") 

Tho Chain. -.a 11 .--ud liie hon. uieinlier 
must address the CoininiUeo with that 
courtesy which ought to be olianrved 
among gentlemen.

Mr. Oiillan retorted that if hon. niein- 
hors treated him courteously ho would 
treat them so.

Mr. Callan — Then I am in order. I 
used, tho words "infidel raombers," and 
I repeat them. I challengo you to 
take" them down, and your business is — 

Mr. Bradlaugh — T beg to ask, as a 
question of order, whether T, having 
moved that the words used by an hon. 
member bo taken down, some formal 
decision ought not to be given. (Hear, 
hear.) 

The Chairman — Tho opinion of the 
committee seemed to he that the words 
should not bo taken down. At tho 
same time, I do not consider that tho 
words were either courteoui or proper, 
and I think thoy ought to be with- 
drawn. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Callan — I decline to recognize 
your opinion — ("oh" and "order") — 
on a matter of courtesy. (Oli.) 

The Marquis of ITartington did not 
see how the committee could avoid tak- 
ing notice of tho conduct of the mem- 
ber for Louth. 

Mr. Callan — Tho hon. .Marquis 
(laughter) has made a mistake (oh), and 
tho hon. Marquis knows it well. 
(Withdraw.) I withdraw nothing. 
(Oh.) I do not decline to take the rul- 
ing of tho chair. On the contrar\- I 
am acting fully in accordance with it. 
(Oh.) My observations are not out of 
order, and' so long as they are not I 
decline to accept the orders of the tem- 
porary leader of the house or of tho 
Nonconformist Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer for Ireland. (Groat laughter.) 

The Chairman having at last ruled

The hon. member proceeded 
to explain that in the metropolitan dis- 
trict there wore 1,9-13 Roman Catholics 
and, no,^ \..oh^ penny . of .. ,the i rates , .x^ras 
paid'to Koman 'Catholic officials." He 
was a ratepayer of the city of Pimlico. 
(Laughter.) Members need not laugh, 
for that district was so respectable that 
half a dozen cabinet ministers lived in 
it.

Fleeing Mau- 
drills are making their way to Ameri- 
can territory, whence they came. It is 
thought the Stonies and Saltcaux will 
pursue them to this side and it is ex- 
pected that the scene of the war will 
bo transferred to the United States.

7fi« Ssitlsli Columbia Soar4 Of Trads. | 

The first report of tho British Columbia 
Board of Trade, being a remme of tho 
board's proceedings for the year ending 
July 2n0; 1880, has been issued. Tho 
board was incoriiotated in October, 1878, 
when there wore 34 members. Since that 
date four mcmbors have died and throe 
have withdrawn ; but, notwithstand 
ing this, tho roll of inombership lias 
steadily increased and tho board now 
numbers 83 members. During tlie your 
covered by tho report thoro ,..bayOv been 
eight general meetings and' thirteen ses- 
.nions of the Council. Tho deaths report- 
ed are those of Mossi-s. Hy, Rhodes, F.J. 
Roscoc, J. P. Davies and E. GiT.Hcini. 
Tho former gentleman w.a3 for many years 
president of tho Chamber of Cominercu, 
and the latter, not only an active member 
of the same institution, but a valuable 
member of the Board of Arbitration. A 
statement of receipts and expondituroa in 
connection with tlie board leaves a bal- 
ance to thoir credit of §139.45, tho total 
receipts having been ?910.50, Tho mat- 
tor of aflHiation with the Dominion Board 
of Trade has engaged the attention 
of tho Council, but it has boon conaiderod 
advisable to postpone definite action 
until such time a.s the l<):;al board i.-i in a 
financial po.sition to entertain tho propo- 
sition. During the t>velve months the 
board have had under consideration the 
duties impo.'sod on ground feed and ground 
barley, American tup in British Colum- 
bia waters, diffcrontial pilotage, tho impo- 
sition of a licoii.se upon drunnners and tho 
applicability of tho Dominion Stamp Act 
to this Province. NN'ith rcforonco to the 
question uf barl(!y dut^' the board pointed 
out to tho Minister of Customs that under 
the old tariff ground barley was free and 
that under the new tariff it was not mon- 
tionod, anil eonsequoiitly would appear to 
come umler tlu> donomination of uuonu- 
morated, i. , '.'0 jii.'r cent, ad valorem, in- 
stead of wiiich the customs collected 15 
cents per bushel, or nearly 35 per cent. 
The minister replied that if the barley 
c«ntaincd all the constituents of the grain 
it can only bo entered as barley at the 
rate of lU cents perbu.shel. Cummunica- 
tions have paasud with referonco to tho 
towing biirtiiiess, and tho matter was re- 
ferred to tlici Cu.stoms and Jfarine Depart- 
ment at Ottawa with the view of ascer- 
taining wiiether there is any law to pre- 
vent American tugs from towing vensols 
into or out of British Columbia ports, 
and in the event of no such restriction ex- 
isting would a law imposing it receive 
support at Ottawa I The reply received 
referred the board to tho Act imposing a 
penalty of §400 for foreign vessels for 
to wing /»"Ojn 2)or< to port, in Canada. It 
was brought to the notice of the Council 
that a law had been passed in San Fran- 
cisco inipoaiiig double pilotage on vessels 
clearing for British Columbia, but on in- 
(juiry being madu it was found that such 
was not the case. A 'spocial meeting of 
tho Board was held to take into consider- 
ation' tile odirisibiUty of prohibiting drum- 
mers or' commercial travelers from doing 
business in tho province to the detriment 
of wholesale merchants and traders. But 
after Gliding that tho evil was ai)parcntly 
insurmountable by the measures propo.sod 
tho mat*'cr was allowed to drop. Tho 
board also devoted some of its labors to 
the consideration of tho question raised 
as to the applicability of tho Stamp Act 
(42 Vic. cap. 7) to this Prorinoo, and on 
appealing to the Supreme Court tho 
judges decided that it did not .ijiply. 'I'his 
decision w.as followed by instructions to 
the British Columbia contingent at Otta- 
wa requesting them to oppose any legishi- 
tion that might make it apply. The de- 
sired result, however, whs not obtained. 
Correspondenc* luu (nken place between 
tho Council and the agent of Marine and 
Fishorios willi reference to the removal of 
the lightship at tho entrance to Brasor 
river and requesting that immediate stops 
might bo taken to facilitate trade and na- 
vigation. In uoM.'jequpncc of this tho 
schooner Eli/.a was chartered and substi- 
tuted for tho liglitship. Tlie board tias 
been notified of the existence of a sunken 
rock lying in tlie midi.Uc channel leading 
into Sitka harbor and now known as Keen 
rock. Notice was also given of the erec- 
tion i»f a fixed white light at Point-iio- 
Point, Pugct Soiuul. In reply lo a coni- 
munication froui tlie Lieut. -(iovernor 
asking whether the German population of 
tho Province justified the further niain- 
tenanco of a German consulate tho Cijun- 
cil replied strongly in tho alliriiiative. The 
subject of imperfect telegraphic commu- 
nication has been seriously considered by 
the Board who called tho attention of tho 
Minister of Public Workd and Resident 
Dominion Engineer to tho great inconven- 
ience caused liy frequent interruptions. 
The rebate on tin plate, duties on freight, 
the dredging of Victoria harbor and tho 
mail service between this port and Puget 
Sound have all comu within the deiiber.a- 
tions of the board. Tho construction, or 
rather tho non-construction, of the Nnn- 
aimo-Esquimalt railw.ay was a subject 
that engaged much time at the disposal of 
the Council, who took .stops to 
secure the pru.socution of the important 
work. Only one case ot arbitration, that 
of Janion r.(. Rhodes disputing storage 
accounts, presented itself. The schedule 
uf fees payable to port wardens was re- 
vised aiid ratified at Ottawa and many 
other minor matters received a certain 
amount of careful attention. During the 
fiscal year ending June ,'!Ofli, 1880, tho 
number of voasel.s employed in the coast- 
ing trade of tho Dominion which arrived 
at and departed from this port wa.s as fol- 
lows; Arrivals, 727; tonnage, 123, (JIG; 
crew, 0,580. Deiiartures, 706; tonnage, 
121,312; crew, G,343. Tho iiumbor of 
ve.Hsels entered inwards from sea with 
caigoes was 292, representing a tonnage 
of 178,460 tons and bringing 18,()32 tons 
(mc.nsuren-iont) of freight, and crews nimi- 
boring 5,509. In b.-illast 179 v(!sho1s ar- 
rived, registering 178,189 tons and having 
crews numbering 4,023. The report con- 
t.ains a great deal of other informatiun rela- 
tive to tho tiade and ciininicrec of the pro- 
vince and is a credit to those who have 
undertaken its preparation.

John's Wood 
stations, without attracting the slight- 
est attention, although the victim swore 
tliat ho was conscious of repeatedly 
Hcrcaiiiing. Moreover, tho two impor- 
tant .stations of Eiiston and St. Pan- 
oras were made without any person en- 
tering the carriage. Oddly enough the 
assailant did not aeem to think of quit- 
ting tho can'iftge, at tiio first station 
after ho had secured liis plunder, but 
kept on with the half-dead clerk until 
they reached their proper station near 
the po.sto9icc. ifere the robber quitted 
tlio ciiiTiage leaving his plundered ns- 
sociatn struggling blindly on its floor.

Canada has thirty paper mills, fifteen 
of which are in.

Ono 
glass after another v.-ould bunst out, 
sometimes breaking into long, narrow 
flinders and falling out, and .sometimes 
burst like the crnck of a pistol and the 
pieces flying as much as twenty foetoi)', 
and after repairing tho windows witn 
liko results several times thoy were 
boarded up. From a hole in ' the wall 
water also pours in a stream, some- 
times a week after there has been any 
rainfall.

• There are two Democratic candidates

A Land Reform Sohotno.' 

Chicago, Sept. 23 — A Ti'^iw Quebec 
special says: Just before tho confedera- 
tion, the Government of Prince Ed- 
ward's Island passed a Compulsory 
Land bill, which forced the landlords 
to sell, and then divided the proper- 
ties into holdings of a moderate size. 
Tho value of the lands were determin- 
ed by arbitration. The Government 
bought tho land, gave tho tenants tho 
refusal of purchase, and allowed tho 
greater part of the purchase money to 
remain on mortgage. The greater part 
of the laud is now held in fee by the 
former tenants. Now comes the im- 
portant news that Lord Kimberly of 
tho British Cabinet calls on tho Gov- 
ornor Gencral of Canada for informa- 
tion as to tho workings of the Prince 
Edward's Island Compulsory Laud 
bill, and the JIarquis of Lorne is mak- 
ing inquiries of tho Crown Land Com- 
missioners. Thi.s is believed here to 
foretell action by the Gladstone- Gov- 
ernment as to Ireland.
